er a blackened heap of ruins was all 
that remained of the noted •structure. 
The house was built of wood 
and 


fanned by the lively ocean b,reezcs, 
the flames made .such headway be- 
fore the nearest fire 
company 
ar- 


rived, that it was realized lhat 
the 


place was doomed, and more atten- 
tion was paid to saving' adjoining 
property than t« the burning build- 
ing.

for some time, as the

tenor. Workmen were about the place 
until noon, and then df parted for the 
day.

It was taken 


by the Sutro estate and was valued

There exists today no doubt of the 


causes 
of 
the 
so-called 
bubonic 


plague, nor of the means by which it 
may be eradicated Wherever interna- 
tional commerce exists, and in pro- 
portion to the volume ,of that com- 
merce, the rat and the diseases of 
the, rat, one of which is plague, are 
bound to appear. There are said 
to 


be some five varieties of rat. of which 
two will bite men. The plague bacil- 
lus is transmitted by the flea of these 
two varieties to men. Other modes of 
infection exist, but are very much less 
frequent. 


The common rat is said to prbpo- 


gate every five weeks, thrives in pro- 
portion as its surroundings are 
un- 


sanitary. 
The problem which con- 


fronts tho health authorities, then, is 
plain and presents no insurmountable 
difficulties. 


Locating the Rats 


All rats caught or found dead't are 


ticketed and miscroscopically exam- 
ined. When plague infection is found 
the place and locality from which the 
rodent came is at once subjected to 
sanitary attack. 
For this purpose 


the city has been "districted and 
of- 


ficered. At the International Congress 
of physicians at Lisbon, Portugal, in 
1906, 
it was declared that the safe-
